A COIN  OF  A COUNTRY 
THAT  NEVER  WAS 

Making  its  appearance  in  1889  was  a 
bronze  coin  of  One  Centavo.  It  bore 
the  inscription  AMERICA  CENTRAL 
and  then  went  on  to  name  the  member 
countries  of  the  "Central  American 
Union,  " namely  Nicaragua,  Honduras, 
Costa  Rica  and  Guatemala.  The  coin 
is  considered  a pattern  and  is  said  to 
have  been  issued,  or  at  least  designed, 
in  Paris,  France  as  a propaganda 
weapon  for  Central  American  unity. 

Actually,  Central  America  was 
united  under  the  Spanish  Colonial  yoke 
until  the  break-away  of  Mexico  and 
Guatemala;  this  took  place  in  the  early 
19th  Century.  Even  as  late  as  the  mid- 
dle of  the  19th  Century,  some  coins  of 
Honduras  and  Costa  Rica  bear  the  ad- 
ditional inscription  AMERICA  CENTRAL 
and  the  designs  of  the  coinage  - a Ceiba 
Tree  and  mountain  range  - remained 
identical  for  Guatemala,  Honduras  and 
Costa  Rica  into  the  ]830's  and  1840's. 

In  the  late  1880's  a restless  feeling 
swept  most  of  Central  America,  and 
the  talk  of  revolution  and  independence 
became  stronger  in  the  last  Spanish 
colonies  of  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico.  At 
this  time,  independence  movements 
existed  outside  these  countries,  usually 
supported  by  the  United  States. 

To  raise  funds,  special  "coins"were 
issued  in  the  name  and  account  of  the 
Cuban  and  Puerto  Rican  Independence 
parties.  Today  we  consider  these 
coins  as  related  to  pattern  issues. 

The  Union  of  Central  America  coins 
of  1889  are  in  the  same  vein,  except 
that  the  Union  never  materialized. 

Each  member  country  continued  on  its 
own  and  is  still  issuing  its  own  cur- 
rency and  coinage,  radically  different 
from  that  of  its  neighbor  countries. 

A companion  coin  of  2 Centavos 
value  also  exists  and  is  similar  in  de- 
sign to  the  1 Centavo.

What  newspapers,  television  and 
radio  are  to  modern  man,  monuments 
and  coins  were  to  the  ancient  Romans. 

Although  originally  conceived  only  as 
a handy  means  of  carrying  wealth  and 
as  a medium  of  exchange,  the  coins 
gradually  assumed  larger  roles.  Durirg 
the  Republican  period,  moneyers,  who 
at  first  only  dared  put  their  names  in 
modest  monogram  form  on  their  pro- 
duct, became  bolder  and  spelled  them 
out  in  full.  This  accomplished,  they 
started  to  place  symbolic  pictures  on 
the  coins--  pictures  that  had  nothing  to 
do  with  the  history  of  Rome  herself. 
The  portraits  of  their  ancestors  or 
family  heroes,  of  divinities  closely 
connected  with  their  own  families, 
were  propaganda  attempts  to  let  the 
people  know  what  an  important  fellow 
the  man  was  who  issued  their  money 
and,  if  possible,  elect  him  to  office 
again  next  time  around. 

By  the  end  of  the  Republic,  portraits 
of  living  leaders  made  their  appearance 
on  coins.  Julius  Caesar  was  the  first 


(Continued ) 

to  do  so  and  after  him,  every  Emperor 
of  Rome  put  his  effigy  on  the  money  of 
the  realm.  But  the  Emperor's  face 
was  too  well  known  to  merit  a second 
glance;  everyone  knew  it  was  there. 

It  was  the  reverse  of  the  coin  that 
could  be  used  now  to  tell  a message. 
Although  the  Romans  did  have  a kind 
of  newspaper  called  the  Acta  Diurna, 
very  few  people  outside  of  Rome  itself 
ever  got  to  read  it.  To  the  vast  mil- 
lions in  the  Empire,  only  the  coins 
told  the  message  of  what  was  going  on 
in  the  world.  When  the  Emperor  fell 
ill,  Salus,  the  God  of  Health,  appeared 
on  the  money,  sacrificing  for  the 
ruler's  recovery.  When  the  Emperor 
returned  to  the  capitol  from  a trip  or 
campaign,  Adventus  Aigusti  was  cele- 
brated and  the  ruler  shown  on  a horse 
being  welcomed  back.  But  since  Rome 
spent  most  of  its  efforts  in  warfare, 
victory  held  the  greatest  message  of 
all  for  the  Roman  people. 

The  figure  of  Victory,  winged  and 
holding  a palm  branch  signifying  the 
peace  that  victory  ushers  in,  appears 
on  Roman  coins  more  than  any  other 
representation.  It  appears  standing; 
seated,  flying,  alone,  with  a trophy, 
with  a prisoner  or  with  several,  with 
the  Emperor  crowning  him,  and  some- 
times with  the  name  of  the  subjugated 
people  or  the  campaign  just  fought. 

During  the  3rd  Century,  the  standairi 
billon  coin,  called  the  Antoninian, 
often  bore  such  a Victory  figure.  But 
since  affairs  of  state  went  badly  dur- 
ing the  period  of  Rome's  hard-pressed 
existence  under  twin  Germanic  and 
Persian  pressure,  the  victory  symbol 
became  a hollow  one.  From  a propa- 
ganda message  telling  the  people,  in 
effect,  "we  have  won  a victory, 
rejoice!"  the  figure  of  Victory  now 
signified  nothing  more  than  "we'll  yet 
be  victorious,  you'll  see!" 

Such  victory  coins  were  issued  in 
large  numbers  and  in  it  can  be  seen 
that  even  under  duress  hope  sprang 
eternal  in  the  Roman  Empire.
